Six or 
eight dropa of the satarated eolation of 
the caustic applied to eai h liorii and 
well rulihed in are atuply sufil -e lit t( 
prevent further growtii. If tho ;iii| li^a- 
tlou be carefully made, a casual oli.''erv- 
er would not notice at any time that au 
operation bad been performed ou the 
calf. My practice baa been to dip tbe 
hair closely ftom over the budding 
bom, moisten tho little button with 
ftrong s( apsudsor ainmoiii i wat. r, then 
dip the litK^k of caustic pot.i-h in a divh 
ot water, withdr.iwnig it and boldmg 
it for a niouient tbat tbe adhering drop 
may become thoroughly suturateil with 
tbe potash, and rub it carefully over the 
little button. This was rept'nted thn-o 
or four tiini s. The other horiis \vi re 
then treati il in Ihi -iaiii' nuiiiii' r. After 
treating both lern-i th'- jinoess was 
again repeated, giving from six to • i^ht 
drops to each born.
